1 This article stated that FRANK 
"Skid" CARUSO, 59, identified by police as the crime 
syndicated near South Side gambling boss, was arrested 
for knowingly permitting a building he owns at 2420 Canal 
Street to be used as a wire room for horse bets. 

This article stated it was CARUSO's second arrest 
on the same charge this year. The arrest charge against 
him was filed on January 29, 1970 and involved a building 
at 219 West 23rd Street. 

This article stated that CARUSO, who lives at 
215 West 23rd Street, was identified before the Senate 
Permanent Investigation Sub Committee in 1965 as one of 
26 mafia bosses in Chicago.
